Ravages of the Boll Weevil 
The boll weevil has caused a 
loss in the production of cotton in 
the United States in excess of 10,- 
000,000 bales, which, at a value 
of only $50 a bale, represents a fi­ 
nancial loss of $500,000,(XX). 
This 
is only the loss in areas actually 
planted. 
The reduction 
in 
the 
production of cotton due to the 
fact that farmers refrained from 
planting because of the fear that 
the weevil would not allow 
the 
plant to mature can never be es­ 
timated. 
These 
and 
other 
interesting 
facts and statistics concerning the 
boll weevil are given in a 
little 
pocket pamphlet just issued 
by 
Director W. J, Harris, of the cen­ 
sus bureau, department of com­ 
merce. 
In seven selected counties 
of 
Mississippi the production of cot­ 
ton in 1907 amounted to 191,790 
bales, valued at nearly $11,000,- 
000. 
The boll weevil reduced this 
production to 89,577 bales in 1909, 
to 61,432 hales in 1910; to 37,816 
bales in 1911 ; and to 30,809 hakis 
in 1912. 
The aggregate produe 
tion for the four years amounting 
to 219,643 bales, valued at 
ap­ 
proximately 
$14,600,000. 
Had 
the crop of 1907 been produced 
for each of these years the aggre­ 
gate would have been „about 767, 
000 bales, valued at about $48,- 
600,000. 
Many farmers in these 
counties abandoned entirely 
the 
attempt to produce cotton. 
The 
majority of the

have been thrown out of employ 
merit and emigrated to other pi a 
ees.

to allow them to loan a 
certain 
amount of their funds upon farm 
mortgages. 
Its chief purpose is 
to add a new piece of machinery 
to the banking system that will 
“ take up the slack" during the 
changing business conditions 
of 
each year; that will give the banks I 
a place to quickly convert their 
assets into cash in time of need, I 
and that will bring gut new Fed 
eral currency when it is needed, 
and retire it when money becomes 
“ cheap.” 
Hanks are now required to keep 
a certain percentage of their de­ 
posits as “ reserves." part in cash 
in their own vaults and part 
of 
which may be re-deposited in the 
banks of New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis and other designated cities. 
In times of sudden financial de­ 
mands, when banks have loaned 
up to full limit of their resour­ 
ces, these reserves furnish little 
relief, because if they are 
paid 
out to meet demands the 
hanks 
are left in a precarious condition. 
The basis principle of the new 
law is to get these reserve funds 
out into circulation when neces­ 
sary, without lessening the safety 
of any bank, and to provide a 
place to which local banks 
may 
rush in a crisis and get cash for 
the “ prime commercial 
paper” 
ley hold in their vaults. 
This is to he accomplished thru 
chain of regional reserve banks, 
or “ reservoirs of reserves,” 
in 
which all banks shall deposit a 
stated part of the money they are 
required to hold as reserves. 
Under the new system, when 
financial flurry comes, the banks 
can take commercial paper, such 
as notes, drafts, and bills of ex­ 
change, to 
those 
“ reservoirs, 
and secure the use of their own 
reserves, or, if necessary, 
even 
the reserves of other banks, 
by 
depositing this security. 
The new regional banks 
will 
reeeive one-half of the bank re­ 
serves of the country. 
They 
in 
turn, will he permitted to 
loan 
>ack to the banks but 35 per cent, 
of these reserves, so that in case 
of emergency millions of cash can 
>e brought out into 
circulation 
quickly. 
A new form of paper currency 
is also provided for, to come out 
in case of emergency, and which 
is expected to go back into 
th< 
hands of the Government 
when 
times are normal. 
If the demand for currency in 
any section of the country exceeds 
the supply of circulating monej 
a regional bank can secure 
this

An ordinance to prohibit 
the 
leaving of 
vehicles, 
machinery 
and other 
obstructions 
in 
the 
streets. 
Be it ordained by the City Coun­ 
cil of the city of Comanche, Texas, 
lb.it, it shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation, or the 
agent of any person, firm or cor­ 
poration, to leave

vehicle, 
piece of machineery or other arti­ 
cle of obstruction whatsoever on 
the public square or any street in 
the city of Comanche, Texas, for a 
longer period than twelve hours 
during da> light, or during any

French Scientist Makea a Pains 
taking Investigation. 
The outgo of pins is large, and 
if the outgo were not also large 
the country soon would be over­ 
stocked with these essential arti* 
eles of daily use. nays the b u m 
ville Courier-Journal. 
Many persons wonder what be­ 
comes of the pins, and a French 
scientist han deemed the question 
of sufficient moment to make a 
painstaking investigation. 
The 
pins, he says, go hack to the dust 
of Mother 
Earth. 
His 
experi­ 
ments have shown that an ordi­ 
nary pin left exposed to the ele­ 
menta will disappear in eighteen 
months. 
A common hairpin will 
issolve into dust in 154 days. A 
steel pin will vanish into dust in 
ighteen months, hut a polished 
steel needle will 
withstand 
the 
ravages of time for a period of 
two and a half years. 
It is a matter of common knowl­ 
edge that pins and similar arti­ 
cles which become imbedded 
in 
the earth will 
gradually 
melt 
away and finally become a part 
of the soil. 
Nobody 
except 
a 
scientist however, would 
under­ 
take to keep time on the process 
of dissolution and figure out the 
xaet life of a pin which has been 
ost in the mud or swallowed in 
dust. 
Pins are useful hut they 
are 
heap, and no one 
gives 
much 
thought to 
their 
conservation, 
millions of pins are lost 
in this 
country every year and are resolv­ 
ed into parent dust, but if the peo­ 
ple took a sudden notion to be eco­ 
nomical in this respect half the pin 
factories wmuld have to go out of 
business and members of the pin 
maker’s union would he out of n 
job. 
Even in the waste of ping, 
therefore, there is a stimulus to 
industry.

not swallowing them.”
